THE RECENT EXECUTIVE APPOINTMENTS. 

Those people evidently made a mistake 
who jumped at the conclusion yesterday 
morning that President Garfield had sur 
rendered to the so-called “bosses,” because 
he had appointed Gen. Woodford United 
States District-Attorney for the Southern 
District of New York and “Long” Jones 
United States Marshal for the Northern Dis- 
trict of Illinois. The circumstances sur- 
rounding the nomination of these two officers 
are not of a character to warrant such an 
assumption, and the appointments sent to the 
Senate yesterday prove abundantly that no 
such surrender was contemplated by the 
President,~even if it had been sought by 
certain Senators. 

The reappointment of Gen. Woodford is 
not only acceptable to, but may be said to 
have been demanded by, the Republicans of 
all shades,—Stalwarts and Liberals, Scrateh- 
ers and Anti-Scratchers, Conklingites and 
anti-Conklingites. The ex-President’s aban- 
dénment of Gen. Woodford, who has 
been an excellent officer and is one 
of the most gifted and popular men 
in the Republican party, was received 
with emphatic expressions of disapproval all 
over thé country. Mr. Hayes’ conduct in 
this matter was utterly inexplicable except 
upon the theory that his animosity to Conk- 
ling was so bitter that he was ready to strike 
at anybody who was on good terms with the 
New York Senator; The refusal to reap- 
point Gen. Woodford was so flagrant a viola- 
tion of the proprieties that Mr. Hayes was 
unable to secure even the consideration of 
two appointments he made to fill Woodford’s 
place. President Garfield has done wisely in 
reappointing Gen. Woodford, and in doing 
this he cannot fairly be charged with a de 
sire to coneillate any faction or antagonize 
any faction. 

The nomination of Long Jones was al- 
most a matter of course under the circum- 
stances attending his case. The position to 
which he has been appointed has been re- 
garded or claimed as a Senatorial appurte- 
nance. Even Mr. Hayes, who was ostenta- 
tiously hostile to Congressional interfer- 
ence with ,Executive patronage, ad- 
mitted this much. The present incum- 
bent, Mr. Hildrup, was appointed at 
the solicitation of the then Senator, 
Oglesby, though other candidates were urged 
with apparently greater strength. Mr. 
Hildrup's term has expired, and Senator 
Logan had a candidate Mr. Jones. The op- 
position to the appointment of Jones was 
not united on anybody, and, being divided, 
they failed to beat Jones. The four districts 
most nearly concerned in the matter were 
the First, Second, Third, and Fourth, and 
each of the Representatives from these sev- 
eral districts had a candidate of his own. 
Mr. Farwell preferred Stilwell, a most ex- 
cellent man, Mr. Sherwin wanted Hildrup 
returned, Mr. Davis wanted some West-Sider 
to get the office, but named no one in partie- 
ular, and Mr. Aldrich urged James H. Gil- 
bert, though the latter gave way, and proba- 
bly with a view to another place. Under 
these conditions it is not surprising that Sen- 
ator Logan, représenting the northern part 
of the State, which comprises the Marshal’s 
bailiwick, should have prevailed. Moreover, 
the appointment of Mr. Jones will inerease 
the chances of some of the other aspirants 
for Government offices in this locality. 

If these two appointments contained noth- 
ing in themselves to indicate a “ Stalwart 
triumph,” such a conclusion was still fur- 
ther contradicted by the list of appoint ts 
sent in to the Senate yesterday. Judge 
ertson was nominated for Collector of Cus- 
toms at New York. This gentleman is the 
State Senator who had the temerity to oppose 
Senator Conkling’s dictation, and also one of 
the two gentlemen with whom the ex-Presi- 
dent sought in vain to displace Gen. Wood- 
ford. Mr. William Walter Phelps, who has 
been appointed Minister to succeed Mr. 
Kasson, of lowa, who comes home to take 
his seat in Congress, is a Liberal Republican. 
Gen. E. A. Merritt, “ Liberal,” is appointed 
Consul-General at London in place of Gen. 
Adam Badeau, Grant’s friend, who in turn 
is transferred to Denmark as Chargé d’Af- 
faires, while Mr. Cramer, of Kentucky, Gen. 
Grant’s brother-in-law, is transférred to 
Switzerland. Mr. William E. Chandler, one 
of Blaine's most devoted friends and an able 
lawyer, is appointed Solicitor-General,—the 
place he most desired. 

A number of other important appoint- 
ments were made, which will be found in 
our dispatches, all made on the general prin- 
ciple of impartiality and fitness, and all 
carrying out the President’s well-known de- 
termination to surrender to no faction, but 
to recognize all elémentsin the Republican 
party as belonging to a common political 
brotherhood,—the same policy he foreshad- 
owed in the selection of his Cabinet. 


THE CLOSE OF THE TRANSVAAL WAR. 
The war between the Boers and the En- 
glish is reported to be at an end, and Mr. 
Gladstone has announced in Parliament the 
conditions of peace, which are substantially 
those for which the Boers have contended. 
These conditions, on the English side, are 
“the suzerainty of the Queen,” the Brit- 
ish control of foreign relations, and the éstab- 
lishment of a British “ Resident” or Minis- 
ter at the future Capital; on the Boer side, 
complete local self-government. All arms, 
munitions, and other property captured by 
either side are to be restored; the garrisons 
are to remain in the Transvaal for the pres- 
ent, but are not to interfere in any local af- 
fairs, and the Boer Government will com- 
mence as soon as the troops have dispersed. 
There is no question that, apart from the 
merits of the issue involved between En- 
gland and the Transvaal Boers, there has 
been that strong sympathy on the part of 
other nations for the Boers which naturally 
arises at the spectacle of a brave little hand- 
ful ot men courageously struggling with a 
powerful nation, and there will, therefore, 
be a disposition to heartily congratulate the | 
Boers upon the results they have secured. 
But, at the same time, England is entitled to

They 
must do somethilag in order not to wound 
English honor amd to @ppedsé the war party, 
but this done the Government could listen 
to overtures for peace. 

So far as Mr. Gladstone is concerned, he 
has acted a wise and nianly part, and one 
which will commend him to the favor of the 
world. It wasa difficult thing to do under 
the circumstances. It is always difficult for 
aman who knows he can overwhelm his op- 
ponent to yield to bim after ne has been 
struck and wounded till thé. blood flows. 
Though the war did not commence until 
about the ist of January, the British forces 
have met with searcely anything but re- 
verses from the very outset. Their small 
forces were beaten at Pretoria, Laing’s Neck, 
the Drakenberg Pass, and Spitzkop, with 
severe loss. To make a peace and great 
concessions while still smarting with these 
blows, afid worse than this, with the 
taunts of military criticism in France, 
Germany, abd Russia, required cour- 
age; more than this, it. required re 
markable magnanimity, for their best Gen- 
eral was on his way there, and 14,000 troops, 
including cavalry and artillery, which would 
literally have overwhelmed the Boers by 
mere force of numbers, were en route, and 
would have been on the ground in a fort 
night. To consent to an armistice under 
such circumstances, and negotiate a peace 
which substantially concedes to the Boers 
everything they have claimed, as we have 
said, is an act that reflects the highest credit 
upon Mr. Gladstene and the Liberal Minis- 
try. The Beaconsfield. Government would 
have continued the war until the last man 
was killed and the last dollar spent rather 
than have yielded, but what would it have 
gained in the end but the contempt of the 
world? 


ARRANT DEMAGOGISM. 

Senator Voorhees has again justified his 
general reputation for demagogism by of- 
fering the following resolution in the United 
States Senate: 


Resolved, That the hostile attitude assumed by 
the Nationa] banks toward refunding the Na- 
tional debt at low rates, and the recent attem 
to dictate the of Congress on the su 
ject, are contrary to the best ſuterests of the 
people, and well caleulated to excite their alarm 
for the future. 


This resolution was not only clearly out of 
order in a session of the Senate called for 
executive business exclusively, and in the 
absence of the other branch of Congress, but 
it is couched in language which is deceptive 
and unfair. The resolution begs the whole 
question. It proceeds as if Tt were a demon- 
strated and undisputed fact that the Nation- 
al banks assumed a hostile attitude to the re- 
funding of a portion of the National debt at 
a low rate of interest, and sought to dictate 
Congressional legislation on the subject. 
Such a state of things is not conceded nor is 
the intimation .true,. So far as any body 
spoke for the National banks in Con- 
gress during the discussion of the 
funding question, some of them were 
represented as believing that a 3 per 
cent bond could be negotiated, and all as 
concurring in the conviction that there was 
no question about the floating of a 3 per 
eent loan. Nobody will dispute that either 
of these rates 18 unprecedentedly low 
for the negotiation of an American loan 
at par. The recent French %per-cent 
loan of 200 millions of francs (only 0 
millions of dollars) sold at 88 per cent, 
and French credit stands very high. 
The hostility-exhibited by the banks them- 
selves was almed at the proposition to compe 
them to subscribe for a new issue of 3-per- 
cent bonds whether they wanted to do 86 or 
not. It is natural to all men to resent dicta- 
torial interference and coercion in their own 
business, and not.at all surprising that Na- 
tional bankers should protest against a sub- 
version of existing law in order to crip- 
ple their business. The National banks 
made no combined effort to dictate legis- 
lation on the subject, A numder of 
them took the only means at their 
command to protect themselves from what 
they believed would be a loss, and that was 
simply to retire their circulation,—a thing 
that Voorhees and others of his ilk have 
been wanting them to do for years. The 141 
banks which took steps to withdraw their 
notes, whatever may be thought of the wis- 
dom of their course from a business stand- 
point, did nothing more than they had a per- 
fect right to do under the law, and cannot on 
that account be fairly accused of attempting 
to “dictate’” legislanon. In point of fact, 
theré was no evidence of a National-bank 
“lobby” in Washington during the funding 
debate; had there been a “lobby,” perhaps 
the Democrats would not have been so stub- 
born in their determination to make the coer- 
.cive section an essential part of the proposed 
law. The resolution offered by Voorhees was 
simply designed to make partisan capital, 
and to that end he was, as usual, ready to 
sacrifice both truth and propriety. | 
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THE NATIONAL FUNDING LOAN. 

When the Funding bill was vetoed by Mr. 
Hayes, and Congress adjourned without any 
action, the facts were telegraphed to London, 
where there was much interest felt in the 
experiment proposed by that bill. The Lon- 
don Timés, omitting any discussion of that 
part of the bill which attempted to “force 
the National banks to take the 8 per cent 
bonds against their will, which attempt it con- 
demns as impolitic, considers the question 
of the practicability of making a loan at this 
time, by any Government in the world, at the 
rate of 8 per cent interest. It was this part 
of the bill that attracted the great interest 
in European circles, and the failure of the 
bill, while leaving the question undeter- 
mined, is considered by the Times as an es- 
cape from a failure.to make the loan on 
such terms. It thinks this lesson should be 
ofsome value to Americans in their banking 
and financial legislation.. It thinks the pri- 
mary error wasin not having a Funding law 
permanently in operation, so that in case of a 
failure of legislation the funding might pro- 
ceed, It thinks also that it did not matter 
much to this country whether the maturing 
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long as any 
France, is considerably under that level. 

The Times further concedes that there are 
many English investors who cannot go into 
French funds, and many Americans who 
cannot go into English or French; but nev- 
ertheless there is a certain amount of trans- 
fer of money on this account, and it claims 
that “neither English nor Arperican 3 per 
cents will go much above par Without French 
securities approaching that point.” At pres- 
ent French 3 per cents are at 33. 

In the case of English consols there are no 
additional! issues to be expected; on the con- 
trary, there is a gradual reduction going on, 
while in France new loans are to be expected 
for years to come, and so long as such issues 
continue there can be little hope of their 
reaching par. At the present rate, . the in- 
terest to investors is in excess of 3. per cent. 
How long this state of affairs will check the 
ultimate increase in the value of national se- 
curities cannot be ascertained definitly, The 
Times thinks, however, that this rise may be 
retarded for a year or two, or, anyhow, for 
some months, the advance of British consols 
over par, and the like advance of the United 
States securities. Under these circumstances 
that paper gives this advice: 


The United States Government would certainly 
act wisely, then, in making sure ofa refunding 
operation at 8% percent, and not ruan the 
risk of temporary failure by insisting on à per 
cent. In a few years there will a sufficient 
quantity of Op ane 4 per cent debt coming due 
to enable the Government to refund at 4 per 
cent, if circumstances should then be favora- 
bie. re is no use mom woo soon. The 
money market cannot be forced. 


Yesterday’s quotations in New York were 
as follows: 48, 11344; 4448, 1113¢; District of 
Columbia 3.65s (guaranteed by the Govern 
ment), 10234. In Londen, on the same day, 
British 3 per cent consols were 99%% The 
American quotations above given included 
two months and a half interest, At these 
figures they all yielded about 3. per cent. 

It is possible that some portion of the new 
loan, that in shape of short paper that 
may be used currency and for temporary 
investments, may be taken at 3 per cent, but 
the whole amount, nearly $700,000,000, will 
have to wait for purchasers some time before 
it can all be disposed of. Money has not yet 
touched the 3 per cent level, certainly not for 
new loansof large amount, though it is pos- 
sible that it may do so in the future, and at 
no very remote date.

American Flour in Germany. 

For many years America has sent flour to 
Germany, more particularily to the southern 
part thereof, where American flour was known 
as far back as 1346. Whenever the price of 
wheat, in consequence of the failure of the crop 
in Huogary or Russia, reached an unusually high 
figure, American flour was sent in large quanti- 

sties to Southern Germany. But the article of 
flour could not gaina steady market there, for 
the reason that it could not well stand the ocean 
transportation, it bécoming often warm and 
bitter during the voyage, and sometimes, when 
it did arrive in the market sound and healthy, it 
would soon spoil. Dealers and consumers, 
therefore, were very careful in handling 
the article, in comsequence of serious losses al- 
ready sustained. Of late, however, American 
flour is being exported again in considerable 
quantities to Southern Germany and Switzer- 
land. The dimensions which the import of 
American flour into. the territories mentioned 
bas already assumed has attracted the attention 
of some of the leading papers of Germany. The 
subject why our American flour could nof gain 
a steady market in Germany in former years, 
and why the import of that class of breadstuffs 
is now steadily increasing. is discussed by the 
Frankfurter Zettung as follows: 

The fault that American flour would not keep 
and retain its freshness must be in part attrib- 
uted to the old and obsolete milling system in 
vogue in the Uaited States, where the at im- 
provements and steady progress in mil ma- 
chinery made in Hungary, Southern Germany, 
and Switzerland were not looked upon very fa- 
vorably, and in part to the fact that most of the 
American kinds of wheat are soft.

Because She Refuses to Leave Her 
Newly- Wedded Husband 


And Renew a Criminal Liaison of 
Several Years. 


Portznately for Him, the Wound Is Not 
Dangerous, 


Shortly after 6 o'clock yesterday evening 
Julius Rohde came to the house of hie step- 
daughter, Mrs. Augusta Buthagen, at No. 7 
Fremont street, bent on a row. He had called 
there last Friday, inquiring for “his 
woman,” calling ber vile names, and 
accusing her of innumerable lewd- 
nesses. Last evening when de called 
he threw some money on the table, saying to his 
other stepdaughter, Tillie Tesch, Take that 
for. your trouble.” He then asked Augusta 
whether the charges he had made 
were true or not. She, of course, denied 
them. He immediately drew a small re- 
volver and attempted to shoot. He snapped 
the hammer twice, but the rusty weapon missed 
fire. The two young women bravely deid him 
until be promised to put up the revolver. The 
moment he was released he made gnother at- 
temot, and this time the cartridge expioded, 
the bullet taking effect in the right thigh 
of Augusta. She fen to the ‘ground 
screaming. The other woman, Tillie, ran into 
the front room, and jumped through the win- 


dow, luncing with the sash in a snow-bank in 
front of the house. A small brother fol- 


lowed her, and the urchins in the neigh- 
dorhood soon raised the hue and 
cry, bringing the police to the spot. 
Rohde still sat in the little kitchen looking

SPRINGFIELD, III., March 23.—The House Canal 
Committee had another tussle with the Bruce 
claim this afternoon, and will throw it back into 
the House in the morning with a sort of semi- 
indorsement to help it along.

Stocks opened steady, and iu a few cases, nota- 
bly Lackawanna and Jersey Central, there was 
au improvement. This soon disappeared, and a 
drizzling decline set iu which went on ali day, 
with no rallies worth noticing. In Wall street 
the opinion was expressed at an early hour that 
the market would beasplendid sale on any 
sharp rally. It proved to be so for some stocks 
without the rally. Nashville & Chattanooga 
supplied the freworks of the day by dropping 
from 100 to 7%. This was said to be due 
to a disagreement in the pool handling it. 
The course of prices indicated that some 
other ppols were in an inharmouious condi tion. 
Jersey Central soon after the opening turned

In Jobbing circles the situation was essentially 
unchanged. While some of the railway lines ro- 
portall obstacies out of the way, and that they 
are prepared to receive and deliver goods us 
usual, the majority are still seriously ham- 
pered, and there are many points in the North- 
west to which it is imposaibie to ship. As to the 
condition of the streets, it is as bad as at any 
previous period, and even with the fourth purt 
of an ordinary load teamsters und it extremely 
dificuit to reach the warehouses. Not only do 
our merchants find it utterly impossible to re- 
spond in anything’ like a satisfactory manner 
even to the most urgent wants of their cus- 
tomers, but in“ addition to that annoyance they 
find most serious difficulty in wetting supplies 
from the East. In some iustances goods for 
which orders were placed in New York three or 
four weeks ago bave not yet arrived here, and 
were the interruption to freight trafilice con- 
fined to the Eastern roads alone, this market 
would soon de bare of many lines of goods. In 
the menntime prices remain without important 
fhuctuations. 

Dry goods were moving somewhat more 
freely both ou local and interior account, but 
the volume of business was very fur from reach- 
ing satisfactory proportions. Groceries were in 
tuir demand, but the volume of business act- 
ually accomplished was small. Sugars were in 
very light stock, supplies from the East coming 
forward very slowly. Coffees, rice, and other 
staples remained firm. Butter and cheese were 
quoted as before. Fine goods were firm while 
the poorer grades remained weak and uasettied, 
There was a firm market forall kinds of drief 
fruits and some lines of foreign were held ata 
slight advance. Fish were quict and unchanged. 
The only change in oils was a decline of 2c in 
turpentine,-—uow quoted at 6e. Coal and pig- 
iron were quoted as before. 

The trade in broom-corn continues active at 
the rntes ruling for the past month. In drugs 
and chemicals there is a good order trade, with 
u slight decline from last week in opium and 
quinine. Eggs were in fair supply at 18@19¢ 
per dozen. In hides, tallow, grease, and wool 
there is no change to notice. Green fruits re- 
main firm, both for foreign and domestic. The 
buy market waa fairly active for the local trade, 
but railroad facilities are such that litile can be 
done in the shipping line. Lumber continues 
unusually active for the. season, the greatest 
hindrances to trade be the snow accumula- 
tions in the yards and the bad condition of the 
streets. Poultry is higher, owing to the 
searcity of all kinds. Seeds were steady for 
clover, weak and a trifle lower for timothy. and 
steady for jflax seed. There was some inquiry 
tor dressed hogs at $6.50 V 100 Ds for choice. 

Railroad freights were quiet. The rates to 
New York are 40c per 100 lbs on provisions and 
Wo on grain. Through freights are quoted at 
574%c on provisions to Liverpool and Tic do to 
Antwerp. Fiour freights were quoted at 55%c 
to Liverpool and 6le to Glasgow. 

The aggregate receipts of wheat reported for 
yesterday at Chicago, Milwaukee, Toledo, St. 
Louis, and Detroit were 78,000 bu. The cor- 
responding shipments were 80,000 bu. The ship- 
ments from New York, Philadelphia, and Balti- 
more aggregated 290,000 bu.

The news that Spain is about to interdict the 
importation of American pork meat, is another 
surprise. The facts in the case are understood 
to be that Spaimhas not taken any of it from us 
in the past. Abont the only way in which it has 
been supplied to Spaniards has been by vessels 
which carried it from French ports, and took 
back Spanish wives to be mixed by the “ parley 
yous,” and then sent over here as the simon 
pure article. Of course, if France receives no 
more American meat she can send no more fo 
Spain, and the grandees of that country are 
about to follow the example of their heroic pre- 
decessor, in fighting a windmill. 

Nevertheless, the whole foreign status of the 
meat question presents a knotty problem. Itis 
certain that the consumption has largely 
diminished, even in the countries which have 
not interdicted ite use. English people do not 
buy and eat it so freely as they did up toa few 
weeks ago, though the agents for its sale are 
placarding the walls with instructions how to 
render the trichina barmiess, by thorough cook- 
ing. Indeed, the placarding has probably re- 
tarded the return of confidence by keeping the 
dread of trichina before English eyes, and lead- 
ing many of them to entertain an exaggerated 
idea of the extentof the danger. The result has 
been a big drup in the prices of meats there, and 
orders to reseil several lots woich had been pur- 
chased here for shipment. One genteman said 
yesterday that be had about 3,000 boxes of longs 
and shorts to resell yet, and that the outcome of 
the reduced demand must certainly be lower 
prices. Some of the folks who listened to bim 
said He is a Har and talking in his own inter- 
est. But he was talking s@nse, nevertheless, 
though possibly magnifying to some extent the 
conseguences of the (lack of) movement. 
America could unaoubtedly get along without 
European customers for meats, but it would in- 
volve a material reduction in prices, and might 
carry us down to fjgures which, it bas been 
widely believed, the market could never touch 
again.
